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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see paragraph 2, page 2 to page 3, filed 02 June 2005, with 
respect to claim 1 have been folly considered and are persuasive. The previous rejection of the 
claim has been withdrawn. This claim and suggested amendments were discussed in an 
Interview conducted on 10 June 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed over the Prior Art of record.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of the independent claims 1 and 6 is the inclusion of the limitations of a 
determining a rheological master curve (i.e. a mathematical/functional relationship, as in a plot 
having independent and dependent variables), the curve itself and the method steps to form the 
curve for a composition comprising a filler (i.e. powder particles) in a matrix (i.e. a polymeric 
fluid into which the filler is mixed/combined) including the particular limitations of determining 
the work of adhesion W a of the matrix to the filler, determining the work of cohesion of the filler

(powder particle to powder particle) W c and determining the difference (W c -W a ) between the 

work of cohesion of the filler and the work of adhesion of the matrix to the filler and functionally 
relating that difference to a rheological property of the composition. The Prior Art teaches the 
determination of rheological master curves relating the work of adhesion and/or cohesion of the 
matrix composition and subsequent relation to a rheological property of the matrix composition 
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(see "Adhesion and components of solid surface energies by John H. Clint, published in Current 
Opinion in Colloid & Interface Science 6, pp. 28-33 (2001) and Fig. 1 below), however, fails to 
teach the determination of the work of cohesion of the filler itself and subtracting the work of 
adhesion of the matrix to the filler, which is the novel limitation of the instant application.
